"Tho souovid was the river that wo 


fovclecl shortly before prriving at Los 
Olivos. It was a type of \vater course 
nouimou iu Califoruin, with a wide, 
dcnp bod, perfectly dry, except where a 
clear little stream rippled itstfay along 
n narrow chanuel thronsh sand and 
gravel, winding and eddying round bara 
and bowlders. A man might leap across 
it iii many places, and tho water did not 
como nearly to tho wheel hubs JIB the 
Btago rolled through it. 


"At Los Olivos, winch wo reached at 


5 o'clock p. m., ouo of the dishes served 
at onr excellent supper was trout, 
canght, ns we learned, 111 the pretty, 
clear stream wo had crossed. That deter- 
mined us to stay over a day at the sta- 
tion to try tho fishing. 
Wo got out onr 


tachlo and had a day of great sport. T-> 
reach tho water wo had to get down tht 
steep river banks and follow the dry bed 
tlironph which tho littlo stream seemed i 
to pick its way. Tho troot wo caught 
wcra of tho black spotted mountain va- I 
defy, ranging from G to 14 inches in 
length and averaging about tliree to tho 
pound. Smaller ones wo put back in the 
vVatcr. 


"But. there was an experience more 


exciting than fishing to como before the 
clay was ended. At noon the ladies of 
our party came by wagon to join us at 
luncheon, and they accompanied us in 
the afternoon's fishing. Toward night, 
when wo had worked well up toward 
tlio mountains, some cattle came down 
to the stream to drink, and without ap- 
parent provocation n lively young bull 
began to paw tlm ground and bellow un- 
pleasantly and followed these demon- 
strations up by ch/irgiug upon our party. 
Looking up from my fishing at this 
juncture, I saw that .'twastha red plaid 
shawl of cue of the ladies that had ex- 
cited tho animal's hostility. Calling to 
her to throw down the shawl and for 
them all to run, I throw stones at tho 
bull to divert his attention, white the 
other gentlemou of tho party helped 
them up tun.steep bank, where tbe bull 
could not follow. Tho bull stopped at 
Jtho shawl, vossed it about in an. ugly 
manner, ami then, turning his attention 
to mo, gave me ,•> sharp run across tbe 
sands to the banli. I gotthero all right, 
carrying my rod, with tlio liiio and 
lender flying behind, but just aalstruck 
tho top of the bank I felt a sudden jerk 
of tho rod's tip, and turning saw that 
ouo of ray fly hooks had canght the bull 
in tho, nostril. 


"It was one of the queerest catches I 


imaginu that ever n fisherman made, 
and I literally played that lull with a 
fly rod for a quarter of an hour. I owed, 
him no good will, and besides I wanted 


Tho nostril of a bull, 
know, is exquisitely 
and with my strong, 
ibon rod, duplicating 


reel and stout i^-.-.'c loadsr at the end of a 
hundred feet (.f ',-raidod silk I managed 
to hold tho I;'-.;: creaturu under control. 
Ho couldn't i '.;:: t;> makoout what had 
got him by i'^> i;o.«', but lie knew that 
it hurt him worst whenever he tried to 
break away, and to hioroasotho mystery 
there wan all tho lima dangling and 
switching before 1 is eyes i> big, bright 
r«d bass fly that I bad loft 011 my leader 
as an uxpcrimeut iu trout fishing. He 
would strike at it v/itli his horns, and 
his rage at finding ho couldn't bit it, 
and that it cr.nio ba :•!{ at him every time, 
was comical to witness—from a place of 
safety, of cour;o. 


"From time to timo the bull wuuiu 


charge upon tho sli:iwl and toss that 
about, nnd then I hsd to work tho reel 
and tip for all tlioy '.vero worth to save 
all my tacklo from going by tho board. 
At last, in one of these furious charges, 
ns he lifted tlw shawl on his horns I felt 
something give awaj, and at the same 
moment the shawl went up into tbe air. 
Tho hook had torn looi'ofrom l:is nostril, 
nnd two of the hooks on tbe leader 
wcra fast in the shawl. I dropped the 
rod and pulled lino ami shawl in, hand 
over hand, like a Capo Cod fisherman 
hauling pollock. The ball didu'ttumble 
to tlio situation until I had got tbe 
shawl nearly to the bank, and then be 
came for it. but it was 100 late. I whip- 
ped tho shawl up to where we were 
standing just as his headbutted the per- 
Ijomliculnr bank with a thud that 
brought down a shower of earth. 


'The shawl carried a good deal of. 


s-.ur.l and had some boles in it, but there 
was no' disposition tn cnmplain oil tbe 
part of its owner. We thought we bad 
enough fishing for one day, and leaving 
our enemy down in tho ri\ cr bed pawing 
sand and bellowing bis f nger we took 
our wagon thankfully fot tbe hotel "—

stating the nature and character there- 
of, and when plans and specifications 
are to uonstituta part of such contract, 
it shall be st il ed ia tbe notice where 
tho same may be been, in some n Ws- 
paper published in their county for tbe 
peripd of thirty days » • * All 
such contracts shall be let to the lowest 
responsible bidder, subject to tbe pro- 
visions of tbe 23d section of Act to 
which this is supplementary." 


In construing the above section Jus- 


tice Hawley of tho Supreme Conrt of 
our State in rendering tbe opinion of 
that Court in the case ot B. Sadler vb. 
tho Board of County Commissioners ot 
Eureka county, 15 Ifev. 99-44, said: 


"Tbe 
truth is, that under 
tbe 


provision of the Statute, the Goto- 
misioners, previous to tbe letting of 
any contract for the erection of a pub- 
lic building should always adopt a plan 
and specifications, and see that they 
oall for the erection of snob a building 
as may be required. When these have 
been considered and adopted, tbe ad- 
vertisement should call for bids in ac- 
cordance therewith. 
Justice to the 


competing bidders, as well as to the 
public, demands that the contract shall 
be made and carried put in good faith 
aad in ateUt cooJonatty with ttu«r 


and the fame firm. 


So far as your Grand Jury has been 


able to ascertain, theie has been no col- 
lusion between tbe contractors and tbe 
County Commissioners, and we believe 
the Commissioners acted in good faith. 
But through failure to comply with the 
strict letter of the l<vw, there was not 
such competition as the law contem- 
plates there should be.
